One government feedlot 
economist told Western 
Livestock Journal this week 
they still project that the 
nvernge cattle feeder will he 
ahead by 15 cents for each 
100 lbs. of beef sold in 1981 . 

Cattle feeders and 
stockmen who have 
Bold cattle at depressed 
prices since those op- 
timistic government 
projections for fod 
prices ure far less sure ' 
of the 1081 outlook. 
Moreover, ninny of 
these feeders mid 
stockmen still believe 
the nvernge days on 
Feed must be cut sub- 
stantially if the feed Ini 
business is to return to 
long-range profitabili- 
ty. 

Meantime, cow-culf pro- 
ducers apparently will do 
slightly be tter than Inst year 
and belter than many 
government economists 
were predicting. Net re- 
turns on the ranch are now 
projected to increase to 
$9.66 per cwt. That’s a 22% 
increase from 1980. After 
paying direct costs, ranch- 
ers can expect an 11% 
increase in returns to about 
$40.63 this year, up from 
in 1980. This, 
remember, is an average for 
all types of cow-calf opera- 
tion^. Shortrun cost of pro- 
ducing feeder cattle is about 
double for operations with 
fewer than 100 brood cows 
fls it is on ranches with 1000 
cows. ' 

Those figures aecra 
to suggest the govern- 
ment’s calculation that 
feedlot gains are still 
more profitable Ihnn 
range feeding may not 
hold up to public scru- 
tiny.

That total included 549 
million bushels of corn, 
358.5 million bushels of 
wheat and 12.6 million 
bushels of barley. 

There were 241 million 
bushels of corn redeemed 
since April 16, 173,000 

bushels of barley and 
728,000 bushels of wheat, 
USDA said..

Lightest snowpack on record: 

Western water outlook 
dim; shortage expected 


One »of the lightest 
snowpacks ever recorded in 
the U.S. western mountain 
watersheds probably will 
cause short water supplies 
in some western states this 
summer, according to a 
forecast released by the 
USDA and the National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration, reports 
CNS. 

In Arizona and California, 
runoff is expected to be 
below normal, but reservoir 
storage is adequate for most 


needs, USDA said. 

Snowpack in the Pacific 
Northwest also is very low. 
In Oregon, snowpack in the 
Cascade Mountain Ranga is 
the lowest on record, and 
runoff will be well below 
normal, USDA said. How- 
ever. in Washington, reser- 
voir storage is adequate to 
supplement poor runo ff . 

Snowpack in Wyoming, 
Montana, Utah and Idaho 
also is lower than normal, 
and water supplies will 
depend on reservoir access. 


Disposal methods fuel 
spread of pseudorabies 


In an increasing number 
of cases, pseudorabies 
outbreaks in swine are 
spreading to cattle on farms 
because swine that die from 
the disease are improperly 
disposed nf, USDA officials 
Said recently.

U.S. Preaidenl Ronald 
Reagan has tentatively 
decided on a partial lifting 
of the grains embargo 
against the Soviet Union as 
a result of tho easing of 
tensions in Poland, CBS 
news reported recently. 

CBS co rrespo ndo n t Leslie 
Stahl reported White House 
officials are planning *‘a 
phased lifting with buill-in 
incentives designed lo 
encourage the Soviets to 
behave themselves over 
Poland.' * 

According to UCN, CBS 
reported the Soviets will be 
allowed at first to purchase 
additional wheat and soy- 
beans. Bui more corn 
purchases will not be 
permitted because drought- 
ridden corn farmers arc 
“not confident they will 
have a norma] crop." 

The network said govern- 
ment lawyers are now 
working on developing new 
export licenses to accommo- 
date the limited grain sales 
Lo the USSR. 

The Soviet Union will not 
immediately enter the U.S. 
grains market when the 
partial grains embargo ‘ js 
lifted.

THE RECENT STEADY UPTREND in dressed beet 
prices mine to an abrupt halt lust week us choice steer 
prices plummeted three to four dollars per cwt. at the close, 
('ash mllle prices topped the "magical" $70 per cwt. murk 
in several cent rid slates earlier in the week. buL barely held 
iheir own through last weeks beef price decline. The 
National Provisioner quoLed choice YU-3 steer carcasses 
weighing r.00-9lK) lbs. at $98-99 per cwt. 

There are two strongly opposing schools of thought about 
Tuesday's price decline. Those still bullish on the cash 
cattle and beef markets predict beef prices will recover fully 
tu$ 1 02 or higher. 

The analysts following this line of thought snid packers 
are 'playing' willi feed lots In prevent cattle feeders from 
hemming ton bullish and holding cattle back for even 
higher prices — $75 per cwt. 

The packers gambled, because the higher dressed beef 
prices also encouraged higher cash cattle prices. The 
gamble did not pay off, becniised boxed beef, into which 
most of the packer-lo-pucker traded beef went, did not 
llll low. 

Thus, llv more bearish side contends, even if beef 
recovers to $102, packers will still he losing money on the 
boxes. 

Ami finally, if the market's rollercoaster route wasn't 
enough, the 2:i-s!ale catlle-nn-foed report released lost 
Monday was “disappointingly neutral" according lu many 
analysts. It resulted in no sound price direction.

miners, according to Del 
SnndforL of the institute of 
Rural Rnvirnnmental Health 
at Colorado Slate Univer- 
sity. 

’“Nearly one-third of 
agricultural workers have 
respiratory problems," said 
Sand fort. However, Pete 
Knapp, an agricultural 
engineer at the University 
of Iowa Institute of Agricul- 
tural Medicine, estimates 
that more than half of oil 
agriculture workers inoy be 
affected. 

The causes vary, accord- 
ing to Sand fort; gases and 
vapor from chemicals and 
manure dnmage the lungs 
and can create permanent 
damage which impairs 
breathing. A condition 


known as furmors' lung is 
utrilnitod to exposure In 
grain dust and/or moldy 
feed products, con turn ma- 
ting the lungs willi pnrLides 
of grain, silica, mold, and 
other aerosols. 

One of the problems is 
that many farmers don’t 
know exactly what is 
bothering them. 

Elmer Johannsen, a 
retired farmer from north- 
west Iowa, thinks his 
chronic asthmatic condition 
may be genetic, since his 
father and brother, both 
farmers, suffer from the 
some symptoms. Johann- 
sen's second son, who took 
over the family farm, is now 
beginning to have breathing 
problems. Johannsen now 
spends his winters in 
Arizona where ho can 
breathe more easily. His 
brother is in a hospital in 
Phoenix recovering from an 
acute asthma attack.

The high rate of worker 
discomfort in the hog barns 
may draw attention to the 
larger problem of mold and 
dust in the lungs of 
agricultural workers, 


mciirdingto Knapp. 

Margo Uosenkranz of the 
Workplace ilcnHIi in Agri- 
culture Program, stated , 
"Farmers’ respiratory pro- 
blems are ofL£n iliugnnsod 
ns bronchitis. The doctor 
neerls to know about grain 
dust anti other respiratory 
hazards or the farmer’s 
condition cun just keep 
getting worse, possibly 
ending with emphysema.” 

Dr. Irving Oast, at the 
Nebraska Institute of Medi- 
cine is puzzled by the 
alleged lack of information 
about farmers 1 lung. 
"We’ve known about the 
condition for 400-500 
years," said Cast. "Most 
grains can cause it, even 
peanut dust." 

Rollins Schnieder, agri- 
cultural health and safety 
expert for the University of 
Nebraska, insists that there 


is a pmbk-ni. "You'd be 
sin pris'iil ot the lack of 
in formal ion in this area," 
says Sclmioder. "It is hard 
Lo pinpoint it tt.s farmers’ 
lung. There are very few 
doctors in our area who 
specialize* in respiratory 
problems. " 

"I've seen I x-rays) of 
farmer’s lungs," said 
Schnicdcr. "The lungs are 
often coated and some* evun 
have mold spores growing 
in the lesions of tho scar 
tissue." Schntcdor is a 
former advisor to the 
Occupational Safety and 
Health Administration, and 
has been working with the 
National and Nebraska 
Lung Associations to alert 
farmers and doctors to the 
possibility that the iiigh 
incidence of lung problems 
among farmers could be 
attributable to infection or 
allergy relictions caused by 
grain dust contaminants. 


New Zealand sheep official 
promotes promotion benefit 


The success of New 
Zealand’s lamb-exporting 
efforts is largely the result 
of extensive promotion, 
Graeme Lindsay , of the New 
Zealand Lamb Co. Inc. , said 
recently in Witchita, Kan., 
reports CNS, 

New Zealand spends 
about Lhree cents a pound 
on advertising and promot- 
ing its lamb sold in the U.S. 
Lindsay told n National 
Lamb M nrketing Sympo- 
sium. New Zealand is the 
world's fourth-lnrgest lamb 
producer but is the number 
one exporter. 

The Now Zealand adver- 
tising nnd promotion budget 
compares with 0.03 cent per 
lb. spent by the U.S. sheep 
industry, participants at the 
symposium said. The parti- 
cipants agreed U.S. lamb 
producers have boen strug- 
gling with below-cost-of- 
production prices in recent 


months. 

In New Zealand, the lamb 
business remains profit-* 
able, Lindsay said. 

U.S. lamb prices are not 
depressed because of New 
Zealand exports, Lindsay 
said, because New Zealand 
sales efforts are not directed 
against U.S. lamb but 
toward increased total lamb 
sales. He said there was still 
some unsatisfied consumer 
demand for lamb. 

hi most U.S. supermar- 
kets, New Zealand lamb Is 
priced lower than U.S. 
lamb, the participants aaid. 

Lindsay urged U.S. pro- 
ducers to increase promo- 
tion efforts, although he 
was doubtful that total per 
capita lamb consumption, 
which was loss than two 
pounds per person last year, 
could be increased signifi- 
cantly. Red meat consump- 
tion is flat, he said, and 


lamb prices will continue to 
follow other meat prices . 

Lindsay said that New 
Zealand has been turning 
down some lamb export 
demand from the Middle 
East in order to maintain 
exports to other established 
markets, such as the U .S. 

The New Zealand Lamb 
Co. Inc. and its Canadian 
counterpart, the New Zeal- 
and Lnmb Co. Ltd., aro the 
solo importers and sellers of 
New Zealand lamb in the 
U.S. and Canada, Lindsay 
said. About 10% of the lamb 
consumed in the U.S. is 
imported , mostly from New 
Zealand. 

A major difference be- 
tween the U.S. and New 
Zealand lamb sold here is 
that the imported lamb is 
frozen and boxed, Lindsay 
said. While more and more 
U.S. lamb ia boxed, ns y/lth 
beef.
